The  Denominations,  Part  in  the  College  Voluntary 

Study  Courses 


The  College  Voluntary  Study  Courses  are  a  series  of  graded 
studies  for  the  use  of  college  and  university  students  in  voluntary 
classes  in  Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  Associations.  This  series  is 
being  prepared  jointly  by  the  denominations  and  the  Student 
Movements. 

The  part  of  the  denominations  has  not  been  nominal;  it  has 
been  vital  and  thorough  from  the  first.  Indeed,  the  idea  of  preparing 
these  books  developed  out  of  a  series  of  three  informal  conferences 
in  November,  1912,  between  representatives  of  the  Sunday  School 
and  Student  Movements,  and  those  in  academic  positions.  Such  well- 
known  Sunday  School  leaders  as  the  following  were  present :  the  late 
Rev.  John  T.  McFarland,  D.D.,  formerly  Editor  of  Methodist  Episco¬ 
pal  Sunday  School  Publications  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Courses  of  Study,  Sunday  School  Council  of  Evangelical  Denom¬ 
inations;  Rev.  B.  S.  Winchester,  D.D.,  then  General  Editor  and 
Educational  Secretary  of  the  Congregational  Publishing  Society,  now 
Chairman  of  the  New  International  Lesson  Committee  and  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study,  Sunday  School  Council; 
Rev.  Henry  H.  Meyer,  D.D.,  now  Editor  of  Methodist  Episcopal 
Sunday  School  Publications  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on 
Christian  Education,  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America ;  and  Rev.  E.  M.  Fergusson,  D.D.,  Educational  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Sabbath  School  Work,  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication. 

The  matter  was  then  referred  by  Dr.  McFarland  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Courses  of  Study  of  the  Sunday  School  Council  of  Evan¬ 
gelical  Denominations.  This  Council  consists  of  the  Sunday  School 
editors,  secretaries,  and  publishing  agents  of  twenty-nine  denom¬ 
inations.  Later  it  came  before  the  Sunday  School  Council  itself.  A 
Sub-Committee  on  College  Courses,  to  cooperate  with  a  like  com- 
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mittee  from  the  Student  Movements,  was  authorized.  This  Com¬ 
mittee  consists  of: 

Dr.  Geo.  T.  Webb  (Chairman),  Associate  Editor  of  the 
American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  Secretary 
of  the  Sunday  School  Council. 

Dr.  John  T.  Faris,  Editorial  Superintendent  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Sabbath  School 
Work. 

Dr.  Henry  H.  Meyer,  Editor  of  Methodist  Episcopal  Sun¬ 
day  School  Publications,  and  Secretary  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  on  Christian  Education  of  the  Federal  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America. 

Dr.  B.  S.  Winchester,  Associate  Professor  of  Religious 
Education,  Yale  School  of  Religion,  and  Chairman  of 
the  International  Lesson  Committee  and  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Courses  of  Study  of  the  Sunday  School 
Council. 

These  two  Committees,  in  continuous  consultation  with  Sunday 
School  leaders,  university  pastors,  professors,  Christian  Association 
secretaries  and  students  in  all  parts  of  the  nation,  have  made  ready 
the  outlines  and  directed  the  preparation  of  the  College  Voluntary 
Study  Courses.

I  am  sure  you  recognize  the  importance  of  college  men  and 
women  being  related  to  the  Sunday  School.  The  College  Voluntary 
Study  Courses  aim  to  supply  the  need  of  lesson  material  adapted  to 
this  group.  I  earnestly  hope  your  Sunday  School  will  adopt  the  two 
years’  work  available  to  the  college  session  1915-16,  and  the  other 
years  as  they  appear. 

For  the  best  success  in  the  use  of  the  text  books,  several  points 
need  to  be  kept  in  mind. 

These  text  books  are  planned  for  classes  composed  exclusively 
of  college  students,  in  which  the  discussional  method  of  teaching  is 
used.  Special  student  classes  are  wise,  to  meet  students’  special 
problems  and  needs.  Discussional  classes,  each  class  small  enough 
to  permit  discussion,  are  preferable  because  students  need  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  face  for  themselves,  in  personal  study  and  group  discussion, 
the  meaning  of  the  Bible  in  their  lives. 

The  text  books  do  not  attempt  to  supply  a  comprehensive  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  Bible  or  other  religious  subjects.  This  is  purposely  left 
to  the  college  curriculum  and  pre-college  training.  If  it  is  not 
supplied  in  this  way,  introductory  lectures  dealing  with  historical 
background  and  main  facts  will  need  to  be  supplied.  These  text 
books  aim  primarily  to  help  students  on  their  more  immediate  ques¬ 
tions — personal,  college,  church,  lifework,  social,  missionary. 

Cooperation  with  the  other  churches  and  with  the  Student 
Young  Men’s  and  Young  Women’s  Christian  Associations  is  im¬ 
portant.  Otherwise  the  Methodist  Episcopal  student  classes  will 
form  an  isolated  unit.  Instead,  they  should  be  planned  cooperatively 
so  they  will  play  a  vital  part  in  a  united  effort  to  make  the  college, 
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in  its  individual  and  corporate  life,  really  Christian.  To  give  the 
basis  for  this  cooperation  locally,  several  denominations  and  the 
Student  Movements  are  working  together  nationally  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  these  lesson  courses.  Further,  the  National  Student  Young 
Men’s  and  Young  Women’s  Christian  Associations  have  been  and 
are  asking  their  local  Associations  to  work  in  cooperation  with  the 
local  churches  in  relating  as  many  students  as  feasible  to  the  local 
Sunday  Schools ;  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  churches,  to  reach 
the  students  who  cannot  be  won  for  the  church  classes  in  supplemen¬ 
tary  rooming  and  boarding-house  groups.  I  hope  your  Sunday 
School  will  keep  in  close  cooperation  with  these  student  organiza¬ 
tions,  both  in  forming  and  carrying  out  plans  for  student  classes. 

Dr.  Thos.  Nicholson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
has  been  in  corresponding  relation  with  the  Committees  and  joins 
heartily  in  these  recommendations.

These  text  books  are  planned  for  the  use  of  student  classes  in  the 
Sunday  School,  as  well  as  for  groups  on  the  campus. 

The  plan  of  the  lesson  treatment  commends  itself,  with  its  pro¬ 
vision  for  Daily  Readings  consisting  of  selections  from  the  Bible 
and  other  literature,  with  a  few  heart-searching  questions  to  drive 
home  the  day’s  message. 

These  are  followed  by  a  concise  Study  for  the  Week  in  which 
the  main  points  are  presented  in  a  way  to  stimulate  thought  and 
prepare  the  student  for  the  topics  for  discussion  which  follow. 

Of  the  three  text  books  now  ready,  the  first  is  best  used  in  a 
homogeneous  college  environment.  Its  purpose  is  to  help  the  college 
freshman  readjust  his  standards  of  action  to  his  new  world.  The 
other  two  books,  especially  “A  Life  at  Its  Best,”  may  be  used  suc¬ 
cessfully  even  in  groups  which  are  not  made  up  of  college  students. 

To  my  mind  this  series  of  text  books  is  one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  contributions  to  our  young  people’s  work  today.  The  courses 
appeal  to  the  student’s  interests  and  meet  his  needs ;  they  help  him 
in  the  solution  of  his  life’s  problems ;  and  they  open  up  the  world  to 
him  from  the  standpoint  of  service.  From  these  studies  we  may 
expect  a  closer  sympathy  between  the  student  and  the  church,  and 
more  efficient  Christian  leaders  in  the  church,  the  community  and 
the  world.

I  have  been  very  much  interested  in  the  series  of  text  books 
prepared  by  the  Committee  on  Voluntary  Study  of  the  Council  of 
North  American  Student  Movements,  and  known  as  College  Volun¬ 
tary  Study  Courses.  Although  I  believe  that  our  colleges  should 
offer,  as  a  part  of  the  academic  curriculum,  more  courses  in  religious 
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education  than  they  are  now  doing,  I  recognize  the  place  of  this 
supplementary  voluntary  work  done  in  Sunday  School  classes  and 
other  voluntary  study  groups  in  our  denominational  colleges,  as 
well  as  in  our  state  universities.  It  is  very  important,  therefore, 
that  these  courses  be  planned  specifically  for  students ;  that  the  books 
be  prepared  by  men  who  know  the  students’  problems,  interests  and 
viewpoints.  I  have  examined  the  three  books  already  published — 
“Student  Standards  of  Action,”  “Christian  Standards  in  Life”  for 
freshmen,  and  “A  Life  at  Its  Best”  for  the  first  half  of  the  sophomore 
year — and  find  that  the  topics  given  for  study  and  discussion  are 
such  as  to  appeal  especially  to  American  students.  I  should  be  glad 
to  see  these  books  introduced  in  the  voluntary  study  classes  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  and  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associations  of 
Southern  Methodist  colleges.

Miss  Anna  Branch  Binford,  of  the  Editorial  Staff  of 
the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  writes  in  their 
Teachers'  Journal  as  follows: 

The  books  of  the  College  Voluntary  Study  Courses,  written 
under  the  direction  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  College  Courses  of  the 
Sunday  School  Council  of  Evangelical  Denominations  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Voluntary  Study  of  the  Council  of  North  American 
Student  Movements,  are  in  many  instances  being  used  by  the 
churches  in  college  towns  as  the  text  books  for  classes  of  college 
students.  This  brings  the  student  and  the  church  of  her  denomina- 
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tion  into  close  relationship,  thus  giving  a  chance  for  enlisting  the 
student’s  interest  and  loyalty.  It  is  hoped  that  all  college  churches 
of  our  denomination  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus 
offered,  and  see  that  the  right  leader  is  found  for  making  these 
classes  in  the  Sabbath  School  what  they  should  be.
